economy, not only continua these butoth- 
er impurities m considerable quantities ; 
nil which are well calculated to impair 
the effects ol the salt lor the purposes in­ 
tended. 
A very little trouble and lens 
expense will enable any farmer’s wile to 
render the salt she uses perfectly pure. 
In the first place put a peck ol salt into 
u largo kettle w ith just clenr r un wafer 
enough tu dissolve it ; boil it and *kim 
off every particle of scum that arises to 
the surface. 
Then dissolve one ounce 
of Carbonate ol soda in lour ounces ol 
wnter, put it m the Ucitle and nwr it «ell ; 
then boil again lor ten inmuten, taking 
off all the scum that rises ; then strain tho 
brine through several folds of Ü innvl. 
A considerable 
quantity

m y of muriatic acid must ho added to the 
brine to neutralise the soda ; say half an
